Dear Mr. Gebken:

FMC herein submits a notification per PR Notice 98-10 for the end-use pesticide product
Capture 2EC-CAL Insecticide/Miticide (EPA Reg. No. 279-3114) containing the active
ingredient bifenthrin. This notification is made to remove the California specific language
from the registered product label having to do with requirements for closed system
packaging.

Specifically, on page 2 of the product label the section with the header "Special
Equipment" regarding California Department of Food and Agriculture requirement for
closed system packaging of Capture 2EC-CAL is being removed from the label. California
regulations require products with To'xicity Category 1 (i.e. "Danger" signal word) to be
used in closed systems that meet California Department of Food and Agriculture criteria.
Capture 2EC-CAL has a "Warning" signal word and does not meet the requirement for
closed system packaging. This is the only change being made to the label at this time.

Buffer Zone for ULV Aerial Application - Do not apply within 450
feet of aquatic habitats (such as, but not limited to, lakes, reservoirs,
rivers, streams, marshes, natural ponds, estuaries, and commercial
fish ponds).
Buffer Zone for Non-ULV Aerial Application - Dp not apply within
150 feet of aquatic habitats (such as, but not limited to, lakes,
reservoirs, rivers, streams, marshes, ponds, estuaries, and commercial
fish ponds).

Spray Drift Requirements
Wind Direction and Speed
Only apply this product if the wind direction favors on-target deposition.
Do not apply when the wind velocity exceeds 15 mph.
Temperature Inversion
Do not make aerial or ground applications into temperature inversions.
Inversions are characterized by stable air and increasing temperatures
with height above the ground. Mist or fog may indicate the presence of
an inversion in humid areas. The applicator may detect the presence
of an inversion by producing smoke and observing a smoke layer near
the ground surface.
Droplet Size
Use only Medium or coarser spray nozzles (for ground and non-ULV
aerial application) according to ASAE (S572) definition for standard
nozzles. In conditions of low humidity and high temperatures,
applicators should use a coarser droplet size.
Additional Requirements for Ground Applications
Wind speed must be measured adjacent to the application site on the
upwind side, immediately prior to application.
For ground boom applications, apply using a nozzle height of no more
than 4 feet above the ground or crop canopy.
For airblast applications, turn off outward pointing nozzles at row ends
and when spraying the outer two rows. To minimize spray loss over
the top in orchard applications, spray must be directed into the canopy.
Additional Requirements for Aerial Applications
The spray boom should be mounted on the aircraft.as to minimize drift
caused by wingtip or rotor vortices. The minimum practical boom
length should be used and must not exceed 75% of the wing span or
80% rotor diameter.
Flight speed and nozzle orientation must be considered in determining
droplet size.
Spray must be released at the lowest height consistent with pest
control and flight safety. Do not release spray at a height greater than
10 feet above the crop canopy unless a greater height is required for
aircraft safety.
When applications are made with a cross-wind, the swath will be
displaced downwind. The applicator must compensate for this
displacement at the downwind edge of the application area by
adjusting the path of the aircraft upwind.
